AMERICAN PORCELAIN. 


About 18 years ago, two men in the town of 


and, about four feet from the suriace of the 
ground, came toa White substance, which from 
its resemblance to white icad, they supposed 
would make putty. They aecordingly made 
rial ot it, anc found it to answer their best wish- 
es. They afterwards penetrated the bed abuat 
twenty-five feet, and observed the material to 
grow more pure, the farther they went down. 
Considerable quantities of putty ave since been 
made and carried abroad ior sale, and, by those 
who have used it, it is preferred to any other. A 











house in Vergennes was also painted with it, a- 
bout 16 years since, and still exh:bits a hard 
coat, impervious to the weather. Owing to the 
narrow circumstances of the then owners, and 
the doubts and scruples of people about letting 
acertainty go for an uncertainty, as they called 
it, this materiai Was rather talked of as valuable, 
than pul to the test ot experiment, though it was 
still used in towns in the viciity of the bed ; and 
it was noi tila littie more than a year ago, that 
any adefjuate idess were entertained, as to the ¢ 
real properties and value of the “ putty stuff,”

In an analysis of 100 grains, they yielded 56 of 
pure mlex, the remainder were pure clay, a little 
water, and a very smail portion ot oxyd of iron, 
though scarcely perceptible. When submitied 
toa strong heat, it forms into a solid porcelain- 
ous mass, Without fusion, and retains its white- 
ness. 

It has a great affinity for oil, and it is found 
that mixed in equal parts, it even improves the 
whiteness of whitelead, and adds greatly to its 
power of resisting the action of the atmesphere. 
{ft must, of course, be a very useful article in 
painting.

By the Presjdent of the United States, 
A PROELAMATION. 


Whereas by the fourth section of the act of 
Congress, passed on the firat day of May, 1810, 
entitled @ An act concerning Uie commertial in- 
tercourse between the United States and Great 
Britain and Franee and their dependencies, and 
for other purposes,” it is provided “ that in ease 
either Great Britain or France shall, before the 
third of March nex’, 80 revoke or modify her e 
dicts as that they shall cease to violate the neu- 
tral commerce of the Untied states, which taet 
the President of the United States shall declare 
by proclamation, and if the other nation shall not 
within three months thereafter so revoke ov mod- 
ify her edicts in like manner, thea the third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth 
and eighteenth sections of the set entitled “* An 
act to interdict the commercial intercourse be- 
tween the United States and Grea: Britain and 
France and their depevdenc.es, and for other 
purposes,” shall, from and alter the expiration 
of three months from the date of the prociama- 
tion aforesaid, be revived and have full force and 
effect, so far ss relates to the dominions, colonies 
and dependev cies and to the articles the growth, 
produce or manufacture of the dominions, col.- 
nics aml dependencies of the nation thus refusing 

r neglecting to revoke or modify her edicts in 
the manner aforesaid. And the sestrictions im- 
posed by this act shall, from the date of such; 
proclamation, cease and be discontinued in rela. 
tion to thenation revoking or modifying her de. 
crees inthe manner aforesaid .”

As yet I de not find that 
the French had passed beyond Pinhel 
and Fraxidas, where our dragoons a few 
days ago hada very smart affair with 
some French cavalry and infantry, which 
were compelled to retreat, leaving be- 
hind them afew wounded and prisoners. 
Guarda still continued occupied by a 
strong detachment of English troops, 
who, no doubt, will maintain that strong 
position to the very last. Gov. Trant, 
with his brigade of militia, was at Moion- 
enta de Beiro, and Torre-de-Mencorva, 
in the vicinity of the Douro. After the 
fall of Almeida, the garrison, which sur- 
rendered prisoners of war on the occa- 
sion, had ihe option of either entering 
into the French service or being marched 
off to France ; a cousiderabie. number 
accepted the former, but with What 
view will best appear by the event ; for 
since that pericd nearly the whole oi 
them have come over and joined Col.
